PEOPLES STILL A FREE MAN 


Several Witnesses Give Evidence—The 
Cattle Still in Dispute—The Matter 
May Come Up Again in Civil Court 
In Order to Sr‘+le the Cwnership of 
the Cattle--—T:« Prisonc: Uectured 


At two o'clock on Wunesday 
Mr. Justice Rouleau proceeded with 
the evidence in the case of Melvin 
Peoples’ who is charged with having 
in the month of September last stolen 
sixty head of cattle, said to be the 
porperty of the Cochrare Ranche Co. 
A. L. Sifton, Crown prosecutor, Hon. 
J. A. Lougheed, @D., represented the 
Crown and P. J. Nolan defended the 
accused, On the application cf the 
defence, the Crown witnesses, 20 in 
number, were ordered out of court, 

Statf Sergeant A.F.M. Brooke was 
the first witness. He identified three 
hides (produced) as haying been found 
by him alongside a corral on the age 
ises of a man named Clay Fallis, at 
Tacombe. The hides were branded 
$7 ou leit hip. Te also found {6 head 
of live stock branded in a similar 
manner; one at the village of Lacombe, 
twenty on the premises of a rancher 
named Fonlger, and 35 head on the 

remises of another rancher named J, 
WV. Johnstone. He examived the 
cattle which were sbipped from La- 
combe to Burn’s ranche, near Olds, 
Ge saw signs of a C brand on some ot 
them, and beheved the 97 brand was 
put on over the C, 

Croes-examined: He was the detec- 
tive who had been employed on the 
case. He had paid two visits to La- 
combe and one to Oids; had inter- 
viewed a great many people and_col- 
lected all the evidence he could. Fallis 
had a farm near Lacombe. where his 
wife and two children lived. Witness 
had shipped the cattle to Olds and had 


them placed ov Burn’s ranche, but did ; 


not know who paid the freight, or 
who was paying for their keep. 

fdwin KR. Rogers deposed that he 
was clerk of the Supreme Court, He 
produced Melvin Peoples’ deposition in 
the case of the Queen vs. McHugh. 

Cross-examined: Did not know who 
signed the depos:tion, 

J. H, Wilson deposed that he was 
acting manager of the Imperial bank 
at Calgary on November 3rd, 1897, 
when the cheque (produced) signed by 
J. W. Johnstone in favor of Clay 
Fallis for $200, endorsed by Cla 
Fallis and H. M, Peoples was cashed. 
From the rules of the bank he would 
sav thatthe money was paid to the 
last endorser. 

Cross-examined: Could not identify 
the accused as the person who cashed 
the cheque. Whoever presented the 
cheque was either a well known per- 
son or had been identi‘ed. 

J. W. Johnstone deposed that he 
was a rancher residing neav Buffalo 
Take. He purchased 35 head of cattle 
last October at Fallis’ ranche. He was 
at the Fallis ranche three times and 
the accused was there each time, 
Thought that accused and Fallis 
sonwaed up the cattle for him, Accused 
took some of the cattle as far xe Toll- 
man’s and accused Fallis, and witness 
took the rest to Tollman’s next day, 
Accused and witness drove them from 
Tollman’s to Buffalo Lake, Accused 


got no pay. It was part of the ar-

ON THE CHARGE OF THEFT 
COLLYNS AMD GERVAIS AGAIN 
ON TRIAL. 


Evidence Taken Establishing the Brand 
on a Highland Heifer Claimed by 
As His 
Agent 
Prisoners Acquiited

another, he will not be compelled 
to rebrand with his own trand all 
the animals purchased, The new 
system which will be fully ex- 
plained in these columns as soon 
5 as the liw can be obtained, 
compels the use of not more or Jess 
than two letters and one numeral, 
and is said to work well in 
Queensland. It must be said, 
however, that the conditions 
which exist in Queensland do rot 
i at all exist in the North West 
Territories. In that country cattle 
o are held in stations, the stock of 
¢ each owner running together, and 
‘3 as a rule isolated from those owned 
¥, by others. Moreover, Queensland 


is a warm country where cattle 
are sleek all the year round, while 
inthe Territories the bair. grows 
very long in the winter. An ani- 
mal branded AA3 might be very 
easily recognized in the one case, 
and ba confounded with AAS in 
the other. It would seem also 
that two letters and a numeral 
made large enough to avoid 
blotching, would be entirely too 
large for any calf except an abnor- 
maily large spring calf. There are 
also some criminal clausesin the 
. act which may cause a deal 
of trouble on the ground of inter- 
ference by the Assembly with the 
criminal law of the Dominion, and 
it is to be hoped that Mr. Haultain 
has satisfied himself on this point 
before adding them to the bill, 
good deal of complaint has 
been made by the stockmen in this 
district as to the manner in which 
the law was put through the As- 
sembly. It is claimed that inas- 
much as there is no member of tae 
Asfembly who is a practical stock- 
man, it would have been proper to 
have consulted the members of the 
Western Stock Association before 
the bill received its final reading. 
his, it appears, was not done. 
Mr. Haultain has stated pubiely 
since the House rose that he woul 
alad to receive suggestions 
which could be incorporated in the 
act during the next session ot the 
Assembly, but it would have been 
much better tohave had sugges- 
tions first and the law afterwards, 
if only for the purpose of avoiding 
the confusion which must neces- 
sarily follow the course which has 
been taken. 
If such a thing can be done, Mr. 
Haultain would best consult the 
interests of the stockmen who 
form no inconsiderable portion of 
the community over which he 
rules, by devising some scheme to 
still further defer the operation of 
the law. till the nari whe are 
most interested hav nh given 
an opportunity of expressing their 
views, and of giving some advice 
that may prove very useful indeed,

have to shut down, The farners 
of the west will fesl, like citing 
Mr. Bertiam's arguments for 
tariff stability. n a certain 
measure Mr, Bertram was right in 
contending that commercial con- 
fidence and security depended 
upon tatiff stability. It must be 
patent to ali that nothing would 
so surely desiroy all confidence in 
the tariff andin the government 
which for the time being controls 
the tariff, as for the government 
to wipe out the tariff in one year 
and restore it the next. We hope 
if the unexpected happens, and i 

the government should weakly 
propose to restore the twine duty, 
to see Mr. Bertram raise his voice 
in parliament in favor of tariff 
stability. 

If the Laurier government is 
pledged to anything it is pledged 
to reduce the duties, If it is 
pledged to any particular item of 


tariff reform, that item is in 
respect of binder twine. Time 
after time Mr. Mulock, now a 


member of the government, moved 
to abolish the twine duty. (Time 
after time Mr. Davin supported 
the motion in speech and oppos 
it with that far more effective 
thing, his vote.) For the Laurier 
government to restore the twine 
duty would be for it to make a 
distinctive breach of faith with 
the western farmers. 

To restore a duty to save 
factories from shutting down is to 
reinaugurate protection for those 
factories. It iga Liberal principle 
and « good principle that it a 
factory can not be kept open 
without the support of protection, 
then the country is no gainer by 
keeping it open. If twine can be 
made more cheaply in the United 
States, then it is more profitable 
for Canada to buy her twine in 
the States. Ot course when our 
whole fiscal system is based upon 
and interwoven with protection, 
itis obviouslyjimpossible to oe 
away protection at_ one stroke 
without disaster. But the gov- 
ernment has assuced the country 
of its determination to keep its 
face towards the goal of free 
trade, and for it, to look back at 
this early stage of its career 
would be a bad omen of the 
eventual fruit of its policy.— 
Regina Leader. 


THE MORMONS 


A good deal of needless and 
more or less offensive criticism 
both of the Executive Committee 
and the Mormon church has 
followed the incorporation of the 
“Alberta Stake of Zion” by the 
North West Legislative Assembly 
during its last session. On the 
principle that ‘‘public men are 
public property” the Executive 
cannot of course object to being 
criticized, but that criticism should 
at least be fair and based on fact. 
Our Mormon fellow citizens, who 
have immigrated to Canada are 
entitled to ase CA the same 
rights ay any othersettlers in this 
free country as long as they cor- 
torm tothe law of theland. The 
principal objection to the Bill of 
Incorporation, from within as well 
as outside the Assembly was 
directed not so much against the 
powers sought to be conferred by 
the bill, as against the Mormon 
church generally. It has been 
suggested in more than one quarter 
than the Assembly in passing the 
bill recognized the Mormon 
religion. This statement is abso- 
lutely without any foundation in 
fact, but even supposing that it 
were literally true, what then? 
In Canadian law all forms of 
religiov which are pot inconsistent 
with law are equal. Belief in the 
Mormon religion involves no legal 
disability, and nobody who is 
familiar with the history of the 
Dominion for the past few years 


will suggest that the late Sir John |; 


Thompson, who certainly could 
not be accused of indifference to 
jaw or morals wonld have been 
instrumental in allowing these 
people to settle in Southern 
Alberta, bad he not been satisfied 
that his doing so was proper and 
in the best interests of the 
country. 

That the Mormons are good 
settlers there can be no doubt, 
They are sober, industrious people. 
who mind their own business and 
find plenty to do. Their settle- 
ments at Cardston and Mountain 
View are among the 

rosperous and progressive in the 

erritories, Their social life as 
far as can be ascertained is 
entirely in accordance wita the 
law of Canada, 

The objection to the Mormons is 
based for the most part—if not 
altogether—on the fact that the 
metubers of that church practised 
polygamy in the State of Utah. 
If they do not practise polygamy 
in Canada, the only objection 
ogeinst them falls to the ground, 
If they do.practise polvgamy in 
Canada, they are guilty of a 
violation of a law of the land and 
are amenable to that law in the 
same way that many other too- 
much married people who were 
pot Mormons have been made 
amenable. But so long as the 
Mormons conduct themselves as 


law-abiding citizens, thev are 
entitled to all the privileges 
enjoyed by other law-abiding 
citizens, The outery 

against them without proo 


hetrays a lack of that spirit of 
British fair play ot which we are 
so proud and which we are so fond 
of talking about.

THE BISHOP'S ADDRESS 


Read to the Corgregaeion of the Church 
of the Redeemer by Ven. Archdeacon 
Cooper on Sunday Evening, Jan. 
16th, 1896. 

BRETHREN: 

I desire to offer my humble thanks 
to Almighty God for His merciful 
goodness towards me while I have 
veen away. 

In crossing the Atlantic with the 
Oanadian troops who went over to at- 
tend the festivities connected with the 
Diamond Jubilee of Her Majesty vhbe 
Queen, it gave me great pleasure to 
conduct at the request of the officer in 
command, a special service for theur 
and to observe the interest and enthu- 
siasm with which the N.W.M.P., con- 
tingent was everywhere received, 

Tne invitation given me by the Dean 
of St. Paul’s, upon wny arrival in Lon- 
don, to see the Royal progress from 
the cathedral steps, afforded me the 
pagoriuuiy of witnessing undex spec- 
ially fayorable conditions, one of 
the most remarkable events in the 
history of the empire. And theQueen's 
thoughtful consideration in subse- 
quently inviting (he Lambeth —confer- 
ence to Windsor, where Her Majest 
graciously received them, was a niar 
of Royal favor never to be forgotcen. 

To be permitted along with nearly 
20 Archbishops and Bishops of the 
Anglican communion gathered to 
gether from all parts of tue world un- 
der the primacy of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, to take partin the meet- 
ings and services that were grouped 
about the conference, as well as in the 
deliberations of that conference, was a 
orivilege than which hardly an:thing 
in the world can be greater, 

Of the result ot our deliberaticnsyou 
and others can judge; bunt the spirt 
which pervaded the conference, and 
the power from on high which was 
felt and acknowledged, only those 
peseens could fully realize, None could 

there and not feel that we were knit 
in closest bonds to the church of 
apostolic days, under our Divine Head 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

More even than its predecessors, thie 
conference bore striking evidence to 
our church's vitality and progress, It 
was a happy inspiration to hold itia 
the Diamond Jubilee year, because the 
growth of the colonial and missionary 
episcopate of the Chureh of England 
has been one ot the great events of 
Queen Victoria’s reign, As the pre- 
sence of representatives civil and wili- 
tary from all parts of the British em- 
pire bore witness to its extent and 
varied character, 80 the 
presence of Bishops from all parts of 
the world was a distinet object’ lesson 
av tothe growth and extent of our 
church, suchas could not fail in its

We recognize them as providential 
fi fisandq met historical developments. 

hey are encompassed with difficulties 
and obscurities as yet impenetrable to 
our sight and effort. But we may not 
be faithless to them. The blessin 
themselves are solid realities whic 
demand the thoughtful contempla- 
tion of its sons, and a readiness still to 
follow the same Divine leading which 
hitherto hath helped us.” 

During my stay in England I lost no 
opportunity of presenting the needs of 
our work wherever and whenever op- 
portunities for doing so occurred. It 
was my privilege to advocate the cause 
of all the English = societics which 
help us; but S. P. G., whose mission- 
ary I was when I came to the country 
nearly 30 years ago, had the largest 
share of my time. I have been able 
materially to advance the Calgary 
Bishopric Endowment Fund, as well 
as to get additional help for existing 
needs in both dioceses. Having been 
specially invited to address the stand- 
ing committee of S. P, G., I hope I 
have done something towards arrest- 
ing the society’s policy of withdrawal, 
inaugurated Jast year, not only for 
Saskatchewan and Calgary, but also 
for Rupert's Land and Qu’Appelle ; 
while at the same time presenting rea- 
sons for increased help for these four 
dioceses, in view of the rapid progress 
and development of Manitoba and the 
Northwest ierritortes now impending, 

It is impossible to go about England 
as I have been doing and visit such a 
large number of parishes as I have 
been in, on behalf of a society, or to 
advocate our own needs, without being 
profoundly impressed with the magni- 
tude and excellence ot the church work 
now being done in the mothercountry. 
Bishops and clergy are working on a 
plane of devotion and zeal hardly ever 
reached and certainly never surpassed 
in any previous period of our history. 
Bishop Lightfoot once said that to 
read the history of the church was 
the best antidote for drooping spirits. 
Ant to see and hear what I have seen 
and heard throughout England is to 
fillme with deep thankfulness to 
the great Head of the Church, and 
give me unfailing confidence and hope 
for the future. 

I have secured as fellow workers:

; ING RAPIDLY. 


“OVER 3,000 MEN AT:WORK 


the Line of Survey From tte 


West At Intervals of From Two to 
Five Milea—Freighting Supplies Is 
a Formidable Undertaking. 


From Goat River Landing on Koo- 
tenay Lake, the present western ter- 
minus of the Urow’s Nest branch of 
the C. P. R.. to Macleod, the eastern 
terminus, is one crowded panoramic 
scene of busy men, horses and ma- 
chiuery, engaged in pushing forward 
the work of construction of the rail- 


way that isto bring the gold, silver 

copper mining districts of East 
and West Kootenay within a 25 hours 
ride of Calgary and the cattle ranges 
of Southern Alberta, and within 36 
hours frow the rich agricultural lands 
of Northern Alberta. 

The scene of the greatest activity at 
—, is on the eastern division of 

@ survey between Macleod and Fort 
Steele junction, a distance of 172 miles. 
At Macleod are situated the head- 
-quartere of the company, frum where 
ail operations are directed. At thie 
point between 300 and 400 men are 
continually at work-—in the offices, 
stores, yards, machine shops, saw mill. 
and constructing new buildings. At 
least one construction train a day 
leaves Macleod for the end of the 

which 1s now laid to the South 
Fork of Old Man's river, about 40 
miles from Macleod, where a bridge 
over 900 feet long and 137 feet high is 
being built. A siding is constructed 
there. where mountains of hay and 
foothills of oats and great ware- 
houses of provisions and clothing for 
the thousands of men and teams em- 
ployed in construction are stored until 
they are freighted to the different 
camps along the line of survey. The 
bridge at the South Fork 1s expected 
to be completed by February Ist. By 
the assistance of powerful headlights 
night shifts are at work as well as day 
shifts, and the timbers are sent from 
the mill numbered and ready to be 
put into position, so that 125 men with 
the assistance of chutes, hoists and 
other modern machinery are now 
handling 150,000 feet of bridge timber 
every 24hours, When the bridge is 
completed there is nothing to prevent 
tracklaying as far as Crow's Nest lake 
and mountain, the grade being com- 
pleted for that distance. 

Between Crow's Nest lake and Fort 
Steele junction fully 2000 men are now 
at work blasting and shoveling dirt. 
sulting and filling, clearing, right of 
way, etc. 

Actual construction between Fort 
Steele junction and Goat River Land- 
ing has only commenced, At the tun- 
nel nea Moyie city « few men are 
working at the approach and = at 

{ Welsh’s camp, about 10 miles from the 
estern terininus, a little station work 
has been done, The right of way bas 
notall been surveyed as yet, but the 
last move of the engineers’ carps has 
been made and the server wili be com- 
pleted ina few days. However, the 
camps are strung along this whole dis- 
tance, one ev ry two to tive miles. 
The men are busy erecting suitable 
winter quarters and cleaning right of 
way. typical camp consists of a 
cock house and dining toom, bunk 
house, blacksmith shop. stable, com- 
missary, and contractors, and assist- 
aunt’s quarters, All these buildings 
have « substantial and cowfortable 
appearance, being built of hewn logs, 
the crevices filled up with concrete, 

The system ot freighting is worthy 
of mention. Toget the supplies into 
the various camps is a large under- 

. taking, as 3000 men and a* many 
horses consume 2n immense quantity 
of provisions, For freighting pur- 
»oses the distance has been divided 
{nto tv~ divisions, with Wardner as 
the central point, The western divi- 
sion is supplied from headquarters on 
Goat River, and the eastern division 
from the Macleod headq:arters, 
Pocter Bros. have the conuact for 
freightjug from the west, and Strevel 
& Buchavan from the east, There are 
now over 2O teams engaged in 
treighting and the demand is not sup- 
plied. This number will nerdto be 
doubled as most of the supplies for the 
spring and summer must be freigbted 
in during the next two months, before 
the road breaks up. For several weeks 
after the snow begins to thaw the tote 
roal will be almost impassiiile and 
frexghting operations will be suspend- 
ed, To facilitate freighting operations 
the company has erected large ware- 
‘houses at 40 mile distances from the 
-end of the steel to Goat River Land- 
ing, which will be filled with supplies, 
and the different contractors can ob- 
tain what they want from these dis- 
tributing points, 

Several towns are springing up 
along iiie live of the new railway, 
principal among which are the west- 
ean terminus, which connects with 
Nelson and the West Kootenay by 
steamboat; Moyie City, which is situa- 
ted on Moyie lake, and vear which is 
the St Eugene wine and several other 
valuable and promising mining pro- 
perties: Cranbrook, the market for 
25,000 acres of farming land anda ©, 
P, KR, divisional point; Wardner, the 
present centre of activities, and Coal 
Creek, which is situated in the centre 
of the coal mining district. 

There is great variety of climate in 
the 400 miles distance, Atthe west- 
ern’sermiuus and for about 12 miles 
east there is no snow and very little 
frostfout a good deal of wet weather. 
From the snow line east vntil the sam- 
mit isreached there is snew enough 
for sivighing and the weather is calm 
and cold, but not severe. When 
the summit is left behind = the 
atmosphere is noticed to be disturbed 
with a graduaily inereasing wind 
until the Crow's Nest Lake is reached,

A MIGROBE-PROOF HOUSE. 


A Noted Scienttst Puts Up One of the 
Oddest Structures on Earth, 


One of the oddest domiciles on earth 
is that recently erected at Yokohainu 
by Dr. W. Van der Heyden, says ihe 
San Francisco Chronicie, ine ductors 
house is a dust-proof, air-proof, imi- 
erobe-proof building of glass, i 
stands on the open, unshaded grounas 
of tne hospital of Yokohama, ‘Nhe 
house Is 44 feet long, 23 fect wide aud 
17 feet high. Large panes of glass, one- 
half inch thick wnd about four inches 
apart are set in iran frames Bo as to 
form the sides of a@ cellular building 
block. Of these blecks the walls are 
constructed, There are no window 
gashes, the air escape being through 
several small openings around the up- 
per part of the second atorey, but 
through which no air fram the outside 
is admitted. The air supply is obtained 
from @ considerable distance, forved 
through a pipe and carefully filtered? 
Usrough cotton wool to cleanse it o¢ 
bacteria, To insure further steritza- 
tion the alr is driven against a gly- 
cerine-coated plate of glass, which cap 
tures all the microbes the wool spares, 
The few microbes brought into the 
house in the clothes of visitors soon 
die in the warm sunlight, with which 
the houge is ftocded. The espace be- 
tween the glasses of the building 
blocks is filed with a solution of salis 
which absorbs the heat of the sun, so 
that the rooms of this house are much 
cooler than those protected by the 
thickest ehades. In the evening the 
interior is heated by the salts radiat- 
Ing the heat they have absorbed dur- 
ing the day. So effective !s the sys- 
tom of regulating the temperature that 
few hours of sunlight, even In freez- 
ing weather, wil render the house 
habitable, Tt is only when several 
cloudy days follow in suocession that 
artificial heat is needed, Then ft Is 
supplied by pumping In hot air, Dr. 
Van der Heyden thinks he has solved 
the problem of a complete gerrateide 
on a big ecale.

Two Interesting Letters Received by 
the Authorities at Ottawa. 


Two important official communi- 
cations received from the Yukon at 
Ottawa op Saturday last are from the 
superintendent of the Mounted Police 
and the sheriff at Dawson city, and 
the other a telegraphic report from 
Superintendent Perry, who has arriv- 
ed at’ Victor winging Dawson news 
to December 7th. Perry went up to 
Skagway afew weeks ago with 30 
police and several tons ot supplies. He 
says 50 persons from Dawson 
down with bim from Skagway. All 
agreed that there was no langer of 
starvation, but there will he a short- 
age of fyed in April or May,

supplies betore the river opens, and 
the only course, therefore, he says, is 
40 notify Dawson that supplies will be 
found at Big Salmon, which would en- 
courage tnany to come out from Daw- 
son, Perry says there are five tons of 
provisions in charge of the Canadian 
officials at Skagway, 26 at the summit 
of White Pass, three and a half at 
Middle Lake ane five tons at Tagish, 
where J. D. McGregor arrived on 
December 2th. Luspector Wood 
requires 40 horses and 50 more dogs to 
forward these into the interior. These 
wili be sent as soon as possible. Perry 
was instructed by wire to send five 
tons more supplies by 20 additional 
police who leave Victor on the 15th 
of January, Supt. Constantine says: 
“The rations we have on band and all 
we have been able to procure willeta 
reduced rate last only to June Ist, 
There is no likelihood of any further 
supplies reaching here until the mid- 
dle of July from St. Michael's, Under 
ordinary conditions they would arrive 
from the 8th to the 15th” of June, but 
owing to the number of pevple who 
left for down river by the steamboats, 
the stock of supplies usually drawn 
upon for the early part of the season 
will be consumed, It is estimated 
that there are between three and four 


ed for, As you have been advised 
only two boats on the last trip up 
were held up by armed men in 
the United States territory and 
supplies intended for this country 
were taken off the boats by force. It 
is incumbent that supplies be sent 
in here, not only for the use of the 
police, but also'to relieve suffering 
among the miners in the early spring, 
The hard pinch will begm about the 
ist of Apr! and continue until the 
opening of the river from the iith to 
the 2th of May.
